On the night of the 22d June, the 
office and entire printing apparatus of 
Hhe Federal-Republit^tn was demolished 
by a Mob in Baltimore,% the presence 
of the Mayor, the Judgeof the Crimi­ 
nal Court, and several other Magistrates 
arid Police Officer^ whose authority was 
not exerted to saVe it, and preserve the 
peace of the city.— On^ of the Editors 
rtafrowly escaped tfitli his li§j, aftei- be­ 
ing pursued by ruijians, who avowed 
their fell purpose of Assassination. 


Mr. Hanson, the other projprictor of 
the ' paper, heard of the déprédation^ 
committed by the Mob thé evening 
Htfter," and went to Baltimore the next 
day, accompanied by» his friend Captain 
RicJmrtT I. Crabb, %o make an*angc- 
ments for rc-cstnklishing the paper.— 
Ending içjnipôssiblé to render any ser­ 
vice, thelaws being effectually silencid, 
and his friends iinanlmously urging his 
departure, he left the town in a few, 
hours, having first walked the streets 
as usualf and made all the arrangements 
thatfcould be' made, in conjunction with 
his friends and" agents, for reviving the 
m >cr with all possible despatch. 


upon his return home to Rockville, 
Montgomery County, Mr. Hanson com­ 
municated to some of his most intimate 
friends his determination to recotn- 
mence'the paper in Baltimore ; and dd- 
elared he never would visit Bfltimore 
Again, until he could go' prepared to 
assert his rights, and resist oppression* 
t 
Hc was aware, that the execution of 
his plan would be accompanied with 
much difficulty and danger 
but his 
mends admired and apprbvpd it the 
more on that account, and volunteered 
to accompany him to Baltimore, to par*

'hen the office was first demolished, 
Mr.jW agnor, one of the proprietors, 
live» in a house in €harles-street# On 
thafievent, he removed his family from 
the^ house, but did not relinquish it, or 
ove his furniture. 
h this situation it remained until the 
It of July, when the paper having 
in re-establishccHn Georgetown, and 
plroprietors having resolved to at* 
mpt its re-establishment in Baltimore, 
o of them, Mr» Hanson, came and oc- 
led this" house, (having first token a 
sc) as a place from which thc distrlA 
blttion of the paper might be made— 
i t w a s attended^ the mends before- 
n ftntioncd, who were to remain as his 
g uest?, until theit business called them 
h ome. 


They thought it probable, that an at- 
t< mpt would be made to prevent the 
d Htributit^nof the paper, and they might 
even be attacked in the bouse, for that 
ptWpose.~-.But they hoped, by the ap­ 
pearance of determined resistance, to 
deter the assailantsfEom actual violence« 
tiU the civil authority should have time 
to interpose, and prevent mischiet— 
Should they be disappointed in this 
hope, and find themselves in danger, 
1 from the unrestrained violence of a Mobf 
they were resolved, and were «prepared 
to stand on ihc de&nsive, and fid repel 
forte by force.«—Roiiancd upon the civil 
authority, 
they early ^found to be 
fruitless ; for on application to the May­ 
or, by the own$iv of the house, he pe­ 
remptorily declined) all interference, 
and left Town, as it w»vs understood, to 
prevent his repose from being disturb­ 
ed.—The civil authority refusing to in» 
tcrfere, whcn'appiied Vo by Mr. White, 
tl)e son, and Mr. Dennis Nowland, the 
son«in-law of the owner of the house, 
there was Nothing left but to resist the 
Mob, in the house ; and while this re­ 
sistance was na^e, with a mildness and 
forbearance scarcely ever equalled, and 
which excited the wonder of the spec­ 
tators, several messages were sent to 
Brigadier-General Stticker to disperse 
the Mob; and prevent the effusion of 
blood, which would otherwise bo una­ 
voidable. 


If it bo objected, that the scheme was 
rash or imprudent, all must admit it was 
strictly and clearly laxoful. Mr.Hanson 
had an undoubted right to distribute the 
paper in Baltimore, from this or any 
other house in his occupation, and to 
defend his person and property by force, 
in case they were assailed by unlawful 
violence, aud- If ft unprotected by the 
civil authority. “ # 


On Monday,Ute 28th of July, the dis­ 
tribution of the paper was commenced,; 
and proceeded without molestation or 
tumult, tail evening.—But soon after 
twilight, a Mob collected before the 
house, and soon began to act in a very 
threatening Mid riotous manner.!—'The 
gentlemen in the house,with great mild­ 
ness, patience and forbearance, repeat* 
edly {¿vised and requited them to dis­ 
perse, assuring them that the hofcse was 
armed, and would be defended, and 
the consequences of .attacking would be 
dangerous. 


This, however, 
no other effect, 
than to increase the boldness and vior 
lence of the Mob, as well as its number^. 
A vigorous attack on the house, was 
soon commenced.*—Stones were thrown 
In showers at the front windows, all of 
tfhich were soon broken in, and not only 
the glass, but the sashes find shutters 
were demolished, and an attempt w^s 
made to break down the .street-doo^, 
which was at length actually broken 
and burst open.—— All these acts of 
violence were accompanied by loud and 
reiterated declarations by the Mob, of 
a determination to force the bouse, 
expel, or kill, all those who were 
gaged in its defence.

These scenes continued for more 
than two hours, without the 4e»st inter­ 
ference of the Mayor, or any appearance 
of an intention to interpose. At length, 
the persons thus threatened raid assail­ 
ed, hnding that little hope remained of 
protection from the local authorities,

They 
renowed their warnings and entreaties 
to the mob, but with no other effect 
than before) and in this situation they 
remained untiLeffecual resistance should 
become absolutely necessary. —Still the 
civil authority did nothing, save the 
fruitliss efforts of Judge Scott, who was 
ultimately obliged to leave the street«

The mob 
fled inovet^dj^ection^arryingfrith tbém 
the w ound# and the body of Dr. Gale, 
but before they fled they fired frequent­ 
ly into the house, where the mark's of 
their shot are to be seen, and a pistol 
aimed at the breast of General Lee- 
flashed, while he was expostulating with 
the mob. 
One of the defenders 
of the house, 
(Ephraim 
Gaither,) 
was wounded at the time of the fire 
from the street» but how or with wha^ 
has not been ascertained 
He bled 
profusely, and had a convulsion in the 
morning while standing at his post 
upon duty. 


This was the time for the gentlemen 
in the house'to make their escape«— 
Could they have seen that their enter­ 
prise had become impracticable, they 
might have made good their retreat. 
But they judged otherwise. They 
thought rather of their rights than of 
the prudence ofafurther effort to assert 
them, and resolved still to defend the 
house, indulging the hope« too, that no 
further violence would be attempted af­ 
ter this experience bf its consequences, 
or that the civil authority would effec- 
tually interpose. 


The mob came very cautiously and 
jdmost by stealth in front of the tiouse. 
after the effectual fire, f^hey still, 
however, remained in theatreet and in- 
creased their numbers gradually, a drum 
parading the streets to beat up recruits, 
ang'Cominued to throw stones in front 
and back ofthe house.—¿Between two 
and three o’clock the military having 
been ordered out, majtlr Barney appear­ 
ed in &e street at the head cf a small 
party of cavalry. 


The mob again fled at Ms approach, 
crying out as they beard* the trampling 
of horses, « the triop is** cooling, the 
troop is coming.” Near the front of 
the l>ouse Major Barney halted and ad­ 
dressed them. On this they again re­ 
turned. He told them he was their 
friend, their fiersontU and political 
friendt,that he was there to protect per­ 
son and property, to prevent violence, 
« to secure the party In the house,” and 
that those in the street must disperse. 
They then asked him by what authori­ 
ty he came.;—<He answered by orcier of 
the brigadier-general Strieker. They 
demanded a sight of the order, 'v&ich 
he consented to show them, and for that 
purpose went round the corner into an 
alley where they assembled round Mm 
to see it. He 8i|id something in a low 
voice on hearing which the mob gave 
three cheers. 


What did he then saj to them I This 
* can be answered only from conjecture 
aud from what happened afterwards 
Many of th§ gentlemen \jsf the house 
judging from Subséquent «vents believe 
that hé communicated to 'the mob the 
plan of assassination, which was put in 
to execution, and which they suppose 
to have beien then already formed with 
his knowledge and participation.

Messrs^'HoUidS and Blair, finding his 
situation, and knowing what would pro 
b&bly happen at night, exerteé thelh* 
selves to the utmost,, with some of 
their friends, to effect his release, which 
they effected a little before night, with 
very great difficulty.— Those gentlemen 
despairing, it must be presumed, o f sue* 
cess, made no cfibrt, as far as is known, 
to prevent the catastrophe.— Some of 
their friends, however, and particularly 
Col. Jnmes A . Buchanan, exerted tliem- 
selves to the utmost, as it is said and be­ 
lieved, but to no purpose. 
; General Strieker and Mr. Johnson 
being informed of the intended massa­ 
cre, an order was obtained in the legal 
form io call out |he military for the pro- 
t^jQttoa^orthe jail.

-They might 
well suppose, that the order might, by 
some means, bSl^nie >;known to the 
Mob, who, far ^ m being inümidated 
by the appearance of soldiei^ kpown to 
be unarmed, would naturally consider 
it as it was, for a pledge for tlieir perfect 
impunity, and might probably slaughter

The general exasperation^ moreover, 
which prevailed, ou account of the 
events oi' the morning, which as always 
happens on such occasions, had been 
wholly misrepresented, and were almost 
imiversully misunderstood, was.so high,' 
that great numbers of the militia, and 
some entire companies, especially one 
of cavalry, absolutely refused to turn 
out ; many, it may be supposed, were 
prevented by their fears. 
Y et, notwith- 
sending all tijese unfavourable circum- 
stahces, a number did appear, which is 
stated by some to be sixty, and by others, 
not more vhan thirty.— Col. Sterret, was 
at the head of this fi^gment of his re­ 
giment. 
Capt. Sam uel Sterrett, 
who 
com nm ids one of the companies, was 
also»at his post. 
So was M ajor Richard 
K. Keath. 
T he other officers who ap­ 
peared, |re not recollected. 


T he Brigadier-Genem l himself, after 
his solemn pledge o f his word, and ho­ 
nour, as an officer and a man, in the 
presence of G od, did not appear.f^IIe 
was not seen with the troops ; and, il 
seen in the streets at all, it was in ìiìs 
common dress, jkvith a rattan in his 
hand 
7-r-lle no-where phowedhnnsclf 
as the Commander of the Militia, made 
no call in* person on the troops, or t!ie 
citizens, to r^lly round him ; but con- 
tented% iw elf, w||h barely doing, whui 
was required of him, according to the 
strict letter, by ordering out a pan oi|^^ 
the militi»»! and rendered that order fu­ 
tile and nugatory, or worse, by combin- 
inn It with an order to come wiüiout 
,efftìciive arma. 


T h is part of h^s order was however 
d iso ^ yfd by many, if not all, of the 
nùUlip» wljo came AUt-^Resolved not 
lo be expose4 tp massacre, by this uo- 
accounUible copf|pct. of their General, 
they furnij»hp^^ t^ m selves, as well as 
they coujá, %ith ball-cartridges. 


In the afternoon, while the troops 
were ordered out, and while they were 
assembling, Mr. Johnson, Mayor, went 
to the jaU, accomrwnied by Mr. Har­ 
grove, llegistfr of p e city, and together 
w'uh fíen. Strieker, Judge Job Smith, 
Mr. VVtlsoT},,M agistrale, M r. Calhoun, 
Brigade Inspector, visited the gentle- 
rncn in the jail,^ |o inform tlM|ntt of the 
efforts that were jpakin ^ Mid would be 
made, tor their proteciwHn.—oThey re­ 
newed their assurances o f protection, 
and told thr party to i^at^lalisfied, as

in the counie of the afternoon tl^e 
gentiemeiS were apprized, ifrom various 
quarters, o f the fate vi^ich ttifaiied theitn 
at night, and particularly a ‘gentlen^bn 
of the democratic party, (who is noitlfei - 
theleas a mau of lK>nor, Cohrage, tod 
hnmanity) after struiggling in vaitv to 
provide means of protection, or to alVert 
-Uie danger, informed them of all <they 
had to expect. 


T he door of the room in which they 
were confined was very strong ; ítem ­ 
p o s^ of thi^k iron bars fastened to­ 
gether, so as to Qiske a grate ; am bled 
them to see #hat was done ou the out­ 
side, while, if kept locked, it was yt^apa- 
ble of affording them a veiy c o n te r a - 
bio*defence. 
That they m ight Qiske 
the most of this feeble resource, ia the 
apprehended absence otall others, they 
sent for the turnkey, and requated 
him to lock the door and give thenuthe 
key. 
This ho promised but did inot 
perform. 
T h ey sent to him again ind 
reminded him of his promise, whicli he 
repeated and again neglected. 
They 
saw no more of him until the slaughter 
commenced.

T he militia haTing assembled in frant 
of their Colonel^s quarter's in Gky- 
street, at a considerable distance from 
the jail. 
T he General instead of Hut­ 
ting himself at their head, endeavormg 
to increase their numbers, and leadui^ 
them to the jail, left them standing in 
Gay-strcet ; and hearing that the n^b 
had assembled at the jail in great niujtn- 
bcrs, he and the mayor, accompanied 
by John Montgomery, Attorney-G lite­ 
ral of the state, went to them a little,be­ 
fore suns«t> to expostulate with th<sm 
ou the impropriety of their condiict^nd 
persuade them to disperse. 


The 
object which the 
mob thep 
thought proper to avow openly, waá t& 
prevout the gentleroen from being ad-^ 
•mitted to bait. 
An a^uraQce beiug' 
r given ip theiai>y the Attorney-General 
‘ and Judge, 'that l^il-^ should not be re­ 
ceived before n ext day, they are said to 
have declared themselves satisfied, and 
to have promised to disperse.

tion and promise —with what intentions 
will soon appear.

General Strieker and M r. Johnson, 
Ma)^r, thought fit to be satisfied with 
«these assurances. Some of their friends 
supposed to be men of influence among 
the mob, are said to have obtained sim i­

There can be no doubt that it was in 
the power of General Striéker to pre­ 
vent, or eaaily repel, this attack* 
J^ad 
he put on his uniform, 
mounted on 
horsCback, put hiihself at thd* head of 
such of the m iliary as had assembled, 
f illed for niOrei^exhorted the eiiizobs 
to volunteer, and marched to the jail 
\vith all the force #hich |ie could - thus 
collect : Hadi hé, ill his duty and plight­ 
ed honor required, taken post at or in 
the jail èven tMth the small body of 
militia which had assembled, the mob 
^ould un<^ue8tionably have been deterr­ 
ed or rfepblsed.— But he wds tilind to all 
such Considerations, and left the mob to 
thcit cours#by dismissing the military, 
and infusing a false and fatal security 
into the cituiens. 
But above all, after 
the iriafisac^b', w he^Jt was discovered 
that some of the péi*Bons thrown into 
the |>ile of the supposed slain were not 
quite dead, and m ight be restored, in-» 
telligencc of the fiict w^s carried to towr. 
Upon receiving thelpform ation, a dis­ 
tinguished gentleman went to general 
Strieker's house and had him called out 
of bed. He communicated to the general 
the joyful tidings and added 
the physi» 
tians w ill go out to preserve all they 
p n iif you will|urni»h a guardorgow itli 
them ." The Gen. said he was fatigued, 
had lost his rest the night before, and it ' 
was an imfirobable tale^ that any o f the 
firisonertt ^ ere alive. 
The gentlemen 
urged “and rcnionslratcd, offering to 
W n g him a horse immediately, but the 
General flatly declined, and returned to 
his bed to fin^^repose.— God o f Heaven ! 
did he sleep ? he “ who had murdered 
sleep ¡’’— slaughtered honor, patribtistn 
and courage, ensnared by treachery ; be­ 
trayed the brave, and handed them over 
to the executioner to be tortured in a 
manner until now unknown in the annals 
of all time, to satiate the bloody ap-^ 
petitcs of cannibls and tygers in human 
form. 
Have not ages of wickedness 
and barbarity and guilt, been crouded 
into days. 
An all wise and good Provi­ 
dence will 
avenge these horrid enor­ 
mities. 


T h e mob gained possession of the 
principal entrance into*the prison, but 
there was still two veiy strong doors to 
be forced beforetheycould t^ c h the |»r- 
ty within. One of these doors detained 
them more than a q ^ rte r of an hour. 
W hether it was finally fbrced or unlock­ 
ed it is not known.' 
VVhé^ they reach­ 
ed the last door after a few èlight blows 
it was unlocked. 
Ikntley, the goaler, 
was the first man who entered the room, 
to the best of these deponent’s recol- 
'|ection,and was instantly followed by 
the molj. 
He was probably compelled 
to unlock the door.

the jail with the mob still assembled be-^ La sufiicient protection. 
T his was the 
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fore it, and went into thf city proclaim­ 
ing that every thing was settled, and all 
ds^ger at an end.. On this ground Gen. 
Strieker dismissed a body of militia un­ 
der M ajor Meatli, which he met in his 
way from the jail, notwithstanding the 
advice and 
remonstt*ances of Major 
IHleath, who*exhorted them to go once 
more to the jail before they were dis­ 
missed, and see whether all was safe. 


Fm m Major Heath he proceeded to 
Colonel Sterrett, and ordered him to 
dismiss the party which was under 
arms in Gay-strcet— «n order which 
Mr. Sterrett obeyed v§th a he^vy heart. 
Gen. Strieker then proceeded through 
the town to his own house, which is in 
a part still more distant from the jail, 
and in his way hç proclaimed that every 
thing was i%|tled, all danger over, and 
no further peed of any protecting force. 
By this means he dispersed a number 
of citizens who had assembled with a 
view o f giving their aid— W hen he 
readti^ his own house he shut h;n>self 
up, and ordered him self to be deniéd, 
or was out of the way. 


T h e dismissal of 
military was 
instUltly made kpown to the mob at the 
jaiib y their a s s o r te s stationed for that 
purpose i and thpy regarded it, as was 
natural, as the aignal of attack. 
They 
immediately m«de,ii furious atu ck up­ 
on the out war4 idooirs o f the jail, which 
being observed by. a geutlsman who 
happene4at thai moment lo pass on 
horseback, he 
full s^eed to Gene­ 
ral Strieker’ s house, to give him infor­ 
mation. 
H e ^as u>ld that Gênerai 
Strieker w as« d i at hom e: Inquiring 
where he was, ipd expressing a strong 
desire to see h ^ in order to give him 
the information« 
T h e gentleman was 
*to|4 tiw “ G enend S trk k er could not 
bis seen } and that i f he could, it would 
be unavailing, for be had already done 
alt he could, 
do.” 


The gentleman then went in quest of 
the Mfiyor, w^> fearing, or being in­ 
formed of wbat hiui happejned, had gone 
to the jail with two or three men sup­ 
posed to have itifiuence Wüh the mob, 
whom he had engaged to assist him.— 


post in which the plighted faith and 
honor o f Gen. Strieker should have 
placed him. 
But his pledge was for­ 
gotten or neglected and the post was 
left wholly unguarded. 


W hen the victims saw the danger 
approach nearer and nearer they calmly 
prepared for théii^fate, but resolved to 
make every pds^ime effort for effecting 
their escape. 
T h ey had three or four 
pistols among them and one or two 
mrks. 
It was proposed as soon as the 
last door should be forced, they should 
shoot as many of the assailants with 
these pistols, for which there was no 
sccbnd charge,as possible. Mr. Hanson 
dissuaded i^ m this course, saying it 
would b|$ of 
avail to kill one or two 
o f the mob and would only increase their 
fury and render escape more difficult — 
He strongly i-ecommended that they 
should all rush upon the mob, 
put out 
^11*the lights, cíclate as much confusion 
fw possible, and by that means m.sny 
would escape. A s tor him self he would 
h i recognized, Imt every man m ust do 
the bett to snve himself. 
A ll seei^ed 
at once lo embrace the pian| but when 
the mob were about entering^ the last 
door, Mr. Murray and Mr. Thom pson 
«resented their pistols, the former say­ 
ing very familiarly 
my lads you had 
better retire, I can shoot either pf you.” 
It was replied, « I can kill you,” by the 
mob. 
Murray rejoined “ I ÍMi kill any 
one o f you first.” M r. Thompson was 
afso disposed to fire, but G en. L ee and 
Mr. lianson urged to the contrary, and 
the mob coming hi were rushed upon 
and the confusion cotimicnced. 


Thef plan proposed by M r. Hanson 
availed many of his friends who escaped 
almost, ai|d some entirely unhurt, to the 
numb.?r of 9 or 1*0, who made their way 
through ihe crowd in the confusion that 
ensued. 
But it was useless to him­ 
self because he was known to Mumma 
the butcher, who recognized and knock­ 
ed him down after he bad made good 
Ids way to the lobby as it is called, or 
ball o f the jail.

Major M usgrovc was the llistj whcr 
remained in the prison-rpotn, when the 
mob broke in.— W hile the flaughter of 
his friends was going on, in the passage 
in his view, ho-calmly walked about the 
room, waiting for a fate, which he saw 
no possibility of aver ting.-*-At Uligth, 
one of the assassins came, epd called 
him out— He went, and was att|cked 
in the entry, knocktd down and be'iiten) 
till he was supposed by the Butchers to 
be dead. 


Some of the victims were ret^ered 
wholly insensible, by the first blows 
which they received. 
Otfi^rs whiO pre­ 
served their senses and recóilH tlon, re­ 
solved to feign death, in hopes of thus 
escaping fal'the'r injury. 
T h e brave 
Gen. Lingan lost his life, by his endea­ 
vours to sa^e it. 
He so much mistook 
the character of the m onst#s, as to sup­ 
pose them capuble of sbme jeelin gs of 
humanity .---He reminded t ^ n , that he 
had fought for their lib e r ti^ through­ 
out the revolutionary war ; that he was 
old, and infirm ; and that he had a large.
